Three Former Wives of Maconite 


Claim Benefits of $500 Estate 


MACON, Ga., Nov. 10.—(”)—The 
matrimonial troubles of one Randolph 
Smith began unfolding in Bibb supe- 
rior court Monday, two years after his 
death, when three of his four former 
wives appeared to claim the benefits 
of a $500 estate—consisting of a 
three-room shanty here. 

The fourth wife was divorced many 
years ago, the-only legal severance re- 
corded of the quartet of marriages. 

Fleta Jones, the negress to whom 
Smith was married in 1902—his first 
vow of record—left him years later 
and while undivorced married another 
in 1916. Now she has declared her- 
self illegally married to her present 
husband, it is said, in order to press 
her claim against the Smith estate. 

A jury in superior court is making 
an effort to sift the marital tangle, 
and make the settlement to the prop- 
er widow of three complainants, 

Smith died in May, 1928. At the 
time of his death he was living with 
Mabel Sanders, to whom records show 
he was married in 1921. The widow 


undertook to take’ over the home— 
but the others interfered. 

After Fleta Jones had left him, rec- 
ords show that Smith, undivorced, 
married Leila Mitchell in 1918. They 
were separated in the course of events, 
and without legal justification, Smith 
married Estelle Smith. That wife 
was later divorced, and Smith was 
married again—this time to Mabel 
Sanders in 1921. 

Leila Mitchell had one side of the 
table in court today with her counsel, 
John Y. Roberts and P. O. Holliday, 
while Mabel Sanders occupied the 
other side with John J. McCreary as 
counsel. The third complainant, 
Fleta Jones, was not present. She 
resides in Chicago, it was said. Judge

Reflecting the hesitancy of in- 
vestors to purchase bonds during the 
period of unsettlement, the market has 
had its busiest sessions when under 
pressure.

The request was 
filed by Eugene Talmadge, Georgia 
commissioner, after a long conference 
in his office at the capitol] Monday 
morning with the commissioners of 
Alabama and Misissippi and the su- 
perintendent of feed and fertilizer for 
the latter state. 

After a conference between Mr. Tal- 
madge and Mr. Brand and other fer- 
tilizer leaders at the Biltmore, the as- 
sociation secretary-treasurer issued a 
statement in which he said “every- 
thing possible would be dure by the 
fertilizer industry to aid the cotton 
farmer in rehabilitating himself.” 

“The success of the cotton farm in
